BTAHTHIGHT AND THEN HTIOK. 


A great many men throughout Iho conn- 


• try are "going back to farming" Ihis year, 
and an unusual number of young men are 
looking out for a start in tho same buai- 
neat. The report* that come from the Weal, 
of a mira! of tho old-time Inpouring of 
new mi'tlui, and the accounts of the Uking 
up of old farms in New England, are among 
the best eigns of the times. If the new 
farmers will only start right, and then stick 
to it, their success may be insured in au- 
Tance. Want of foresight in choosing, and 
stability of purpose and effort, are at the 
bottom of half the failures in farming, for 
it i» eren more disastrous for a firmer to 
make sudden and radical changes in big 
business plans than to "put all hia eggain 
one basket," by depending oa one crop. The 
farmer who "rotates" from ehepp lo coffs, 
and from cows to grain, and from grain to 
fruit, with eiiij fluctuation of the markets, 
is pretty aure to gel in one crop that lie 
can't "raise"—a mortgage. 


Efery farm is bfltter adapted to some in- 


dustriti than to others. It the land is low 
•mil springy and cold, foot rot or other 
disMMs will tske the profits off the sheep. 
If than in not pUnty of pure cool wate'r, 
and puhingf Bpecially adapted to cows in 
Ita chemical characteristics, and that does 
not.bhriTel up by the end of July, dairying 
will not prosper. If the grain-producing 
•lenient* in th« soil are exhausted, or Insect 
enemies or climatic influences interfere, 
grain crops will fail. If fruit trees must 
atarid "with their feet in water," owing to a 
lack of drainage, orchards will prote disap- 
pointing. 


Then again, men are as different as their 


faraii. Some bare just the knack to bring 
together a dairy «f cows, nearly eyery one. 
whioh shall be a "good milker," and by 
gentle, clean, provident management secure 
Urgi relumi for the beat of products. An- 
other has the faculty: of bsving his land, 
biisetd, his fertilizers, hta times and sea- 
ions, just right to coax fields of wiving 
grain from the mil. Another will hate a 
flock of aiitep, eriry one of which looks as 
though bred to enter for the County Fair. 
Still another will plant and prune and 
shape an orchard of half-a-thonsand apple 
trees so that they shall all stand uniform, 
•mooth, symmetrical, yielding just such 
apple*,ip just such quantities,us he planned 
when he bought the trees from the nursery. 
Tie point is that ercry man, in farming 
M mother occupations, should ascertain 
what hts combined inward forces and out- 
ward circamtUncos will enable him to do 
beat, and do that. As a rule, diversified 
farming a best, except in localities pre- 
eminently adapted to one branch, like tho 
dairy «gton» of New. York or the natural 
grain-Heidi of the West.

grasi, corn, and root crops ; a manageable 
drove of caws or sheep ; a pair of choice 
breeding mirts; a pen of good hogs ; a 
y«rj of poaltry ; some extra craps to ex- 
periment on—this oM-faahlOned method is 
•bout Uie safe* and moat comfortable, after 
all.. ForipedalUf* require special know- 
ledge' and special condition! of succes*. 
They are like a one-lagged milking stool— 
can't (tand alone ; while varied farming has 
Tariona nprjorts.
